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EXAMINER’S AMENDMENT 


An examiner’s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 


Claims 19-28 and 38 have been cancelled. 


The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1,2,4-15, 18, and 40 - 46, the examiner notes that the prior 
art does not appear to disclose the claimed limitations, as found recited in combination, 
directed towards the specific steps pertaining to the creation and usage of a 
commitment. 

For example, regarding claims 1,9, and 40 applicant recites in combination the 
method steps of comprising "(a) receiving ...”, "(b) generating a codeword ...”, “(c) 
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constructing a first sequence of coordinate sets (x i; yi) “reordering the first 
sequence...”, “outputting the first sequence”, and then “utilizing the first sequence, in 
response to receiving...". These method steps, as found more specifically recited in 
combination, are not disclosed within the prior art. 

For similar reasons, claim 18 comprises steps “(a)... (b)... (c)...(d)" and "(e)", 
wherein claim 18 further recites method steps of "(f) applying a function d...”, “(g) 
outputting the second codeword...”, and “(h) utilizing the second codeword...”. 
Furthermore, regarding claims 41,43, and 45 it is noted that the applicant recites 
essentially the same distinguished recitations in combination with a step "(c) 
constructing a first sequence (E) of coordinate sets (xj, z- h y,, 

These method steps, as found more specifically recited in combination, are not 
disclosed within the prior art.
